"ilOTllER" HUBBARD. 

Awful Grime Committed by an OU Wonma 
Who Died Becontly in Indtanapolls^ 

"The rildest and one of tho most noted 
female ]irisoiiers died in Indiana on Sunday 
at the ret'oiinatory at Indianapolis," 
writes a Louisville, Ky., correspondent of 
the St. Louis lihilii'-Drtnnerdt. "Her 
name was Sallio Hubbard, familiarly 
known as 'Mother' Hubbard. She was 
eighty-nine years of ago, and soiTcd 
thirty-one years behind tho bars. She 
came from (Jraiit county in 1850, and was 
sent up for one of tho most atrocious 
uiurder.s over known. 

"Herself and husband were' employed 
on a small farm owned by William Cas- 
sandra. The family of the latter con- 
sisled of the liiuliand, wife and four 
children, one of wlnuu wjia an infant. 
Hubbard and his wife formed a idaii one 
night til kill them all and take possession 
of their jirojierty. The plot was a 
most diabolical one, and could only 
have originated in the mind of a 
lieiid. .Mioiit 12 o'clock one cold night 
in .March, I.Sol, I hey del erniiiied to carry 
out their desiops. Tlie (.'assandra family 
weie all sluinlieriiig (jnietly, little dream- 
ing of Ihe awful fal« that wa.s in storci for 
tlioni. Hubbard took tho ax, which he ' 
had previously sharpened, and 'Aunt 
Sally' held the candle. Togotlier tliey 
cautiously crept down to tho Hluejiiiig- 
rooin of the family. Malting at the bed- 
side, 1 1 ulil lanl raised tho ax and sent it 
crashing t lii oiigli Cassandra's head, Hin 
wife half arose in the bed, but a murder- 
ous blow cleft her skull in twain. Tho 
three children were then dispatched in 
short older, ;inil only one child, ti e baby, 
lemaiiied. 

' '( ioiiig over tot he cradle, the inhuman 
brute leaned over and looked at tho inno- ' 
cent lit tle croaturo. It opened its pretty 
little eyefi, and looking up at him, laughed 
in iufaiil do glee. I'.ut as ho was, Hnbbftrd ' 
could not kill it, and so told his wife, 
\\ itln a curse, Sallie said: "^'oll cliicken- 
liearied , I'll kill it." Suiting 

the action lo the word, she seized it by 
one leg, and, whirling it over her head, 
dashed its brains out against the stora. 
Taking tho six bodies they buried thevu 
under I iie sitliiig-rooin, 

"Tlie next morning they gave out that 
the Casandra family wei'o visiting in St, 
Louis. In a few nionlhs it leaked out ia 
some mannor. Both were arrested. Hub- 
bard wjiH sentenced to bo hanged, and hi* 
wife was sent up for life. On the Boaffold 
Biibbtird made a full confession. ' Sallio 
was sent to .leU'ersonvillo and remained 
there until the female prison was moved 
to Indianapolis. She was a niotliorly 
old woman, ami to look at her wrinkled 
face one would never HUpposu that she 
was guilty of such an awful crime. She 
had cliarnr of the milk departiniilit wdiilo 
at' .lelieison\ ille, and was passionately 
fond of the eliildron of the guards, 
who were sent there i'oriiiilk. Frequently 
she would give thorn jiroHunts to kiss her, 
and not one of thoni soomed afraid of 
her. 

•' When she liecanie satisfied that flho 
must die she spolvc for the lirsI time of 
the cri.iie for which she was sent up. She 
told the full .story to the attendants, and 
liriiily ju'otusted her innocence. She said 
that tier liusdand had murdored tho fam- 
ily, and thinkiii,'{ that it would servo to 
lessen his own punishmont ho had iinpli-" 
cat oil her. She .saiil she would die in tho 
hope of an eternal h'iiipijio.sH in the bright 
world beyond, and that Cod would rej^iay 
her for the many yours of suflbring 
she had unjustly undergone." 
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.A BALKAN FEUERATIOX. 

The addroaa of lliu Empuror uf (!ur- 
many, wlioii rucuiviiii» tho inosidunt and 
vico-proBiduiifc of thu iipjior'liouse (jf tho 
Prussiim Diot, taken in couuuctiou witli 
the Bpoechos of Pi-iiioe Bisiuarok nnd 
Count Moltko, niado in tho RoicliBtiig, 
and tho subaociuont iiddross of tho agod 
Empuror, conlinus tlio boliuf, tliatmit- 
withBtunding tlio provalont touHion, JCii- 
ropeau poucu will bo inaiutniuod.

■ia no likelihood of Frnuoo altackLng (ior- 
many, and we luivo tho (Joniian cliancul- 
lor'a eiuphatio declurabion that Germany 
will not attack France. The two great 
western nations, tlieroforo, would comu in 
collision oul}' by an accidunt, which the 
loading statosniun of both countries, 
kno\vinL,' tliu ttiriililc C( inaci|uenccs of a 
conilict, will do their Ijost to avert. The 
friction is to bo found m the euut, and the 
immediate cauae of it ia tho unaettled 
- atate of affairs in ' Bulgaria. If lin nc- 
oeptftble successor to I'rinco Alexander 
oould be found, tho chances of a conilict 
would be materially mitigated. The only 
purnianent settlement c.-in he got by tho 
ust-ablishment of a Balkan federation, 
witli Turkey at its head. iSuch a union, 
under the aupreme control of tlio Sultan, 
would bo' hailed with satisfaction in Con- 
stantinople. It .should bo a defen.sive 
Turko - lialkauic Iciliuu in time of 
peace, and an oll'en.sive alliance against 
invaders in time of war. Tlie sultan has 
uitimated that he will accept any candi- 
date for tho vassal throne which tho 
emperor of Gorniany may name. But 
tlio Gornmn emperor may hesitate to 
nominate a succcssiir tn iiatt ciilicrg. 

The aidtau, as .sux.ciaiii of liulg;iri;i, iiow- 
ever, might vei'y ai)p.n)i)natcly name a 
lieutenant-governor, who could wield the 
authority of a prmce and ruler, tempor- 
arily and tent;il ivcly. The; t'z.ir refuses 
to reci or in i rrat with l!ir iTL,'(';its. 
He declares t lien- clod ion dlcL;al, .-uid the 
authority exercised by t hi.' Sn'iiaiijc .as 
revolutionary. The .sull.in loi-lit lay 
himself open tu aniniadversi<jns and sus- 
picions if ho proposed to appoint a lieut- 
enant-governor himself. But there is no 
reason why one of tho other powers 
should not sug'^csl .such ;i .solution. In 
this way the main souree of troulilu in 
Eastern Europe would bo allayed. In the 
course of time the temper cvkcd by 
recent wants would suliside. Whctlier 
the scheme of a lialk.m feiloration be or 
bo not ultimately .id ipl I'd, at le.ist the 
nomination ai .1 liiiiicii.int-L;"Vijiiior at 
the suggestion of Imi^jI.uuI, Kussia or 
Italy, Would go a great way t-o reuiovc the 
oidy inenaeo to European peace.
